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COUNCIL RE-AFFIRMS DECISION 
ON NOORDENNE SUBDIVISION 


At a special meeting last Tuesday night Altona 
Council re-affirmed ‘its decision to support Mr. Noor- 
denne’s application to the Board of Works for permis- 
sion to develop the land east of Millers Road and 
north of the Cherry Swamp drain. 


The proposed plan, incorporating a 


service station site, 


a supermarket site 


equal to 13 shop sites, and parking for 
200 cars had been previously approved at 


a meeting on June 8. 


At an earlier meeting 


had been approved in principal, providing 


on May 25 a similar plan 
the 10 


shop sites were reduced to two and the service sta- 


tion site deleted. 


Shopkeepers and _ service 
Station proprietors in all the 
Altona shopping centres ob- 
jected to the size and posi- 
tion of the commercial site 
on the plan approved on June 
8. A petition of objection, con- 
sisting of 11 pages of signa- 
ed was presented to coun- 
cil. 

However, before council 
could consider this petition 
Jegal action had been started 
which the Shire President, 
Cr, J. J. Ginifer, said made 
discussion of the objection sub 
judice. 

Cr, Ginifer called the meet- 
ing last .Tuesday on the. as- 
sumption that the legal negoti- 
ations would be concluded on 
the day before and the matter 
could be considered. 

At this meeting Cr. Ginifer 
announced the meeting was to 
determine the council’s atti- 
tude to Mr. Noordenne’s ap- 
plication to the Board of 
Works. 

He said the matter was pre- 
viously declared sub. judice 
but the pleadings were now 
completed to the best of his 
knowledge. 


Cr. Ginifer said the subject 
was now open for discussion 
and asked the Shire Secretary, 
Mr, Waters, to outline the his- 
tory of events leading up to 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Waters read out the ob- 
jection and gave the history of 
the land in question. 

In 1938 the approved plan 
for Altona, which became law, 
showed the land as rural. 


An amended planning 
scheme was forwarded to the 
Minister in 1959 and is still 
before the Minister, but has 
never received final approval. 
This plan shows the land as 
residential with a large com- 
mercial site on Millers Road. 

Before this plan was forwar- 
ded to the Minister it had 
been on show and no objec- 
tions received. This plan could 
be approved at any time by 
the Minister, 


Mr. Waters said when the 
council made their first deci- 
sion on May 25 they were un- 
aware the plan before the 
Minister showed the site as 
residential and commercial. 

Two of the present council- 
lors, Crs. Cresser and den 
Dulk, however, were also mem- 
bers of the council which 
adopted this plan in 1959. 


After this meeting council 
officers and Mr. Noordenne 
drew councillors attention to 
this commercial zone on the 
plan before the Minister. 

Mr. Noordenne then pro- 
duced his amended plan and 
on June 8 the council approved 
this plan and agreed to sup- 
port his application to the 
Board of Works for a land 
use permit for the property 
which is still actually zoned 
rural, 


After Mr. Waters completed 
the history of the matter Cr. 
Ginifer called for discussion 
on the subject by the council- 
lors. 


Cr. S. McIntosh moved that 
the decision arrived at six 


weeks ago, to approve Mr. 
Noordenne’s amended plan, 
be re-affirmed. 


Cr. den Dulk seconded the 
motion. He said since the 
matter has been brought to 
a head, he had studied the 
previous records of this land 
as set aside in 1958 and came 
to the conclusion that the 
council should reaffirm their 
decision and support Mr. Noor- 
denne’s application. 

Cr. Ginifer put the motion 
to the vote and it was passed 
unanimously with some force- 
ful words of assent. 


Cr. Ginifer suggested the 
position should be made clear 
to the objectors as to what 
action should be taken if they 
desire to further oppose, this 
decision. 


Mr. Waters pointed out that 
the authorities dealing with 
planning aré competent plan- 
ning authorities. Objections 
may be lodged with the Board 
of Works and if they grant 
the land use permit as de- 
sired by Mr. Noordenne, it is 
still not too late to appeal to 
the Minister. 


No Fire Extinguisher

-Change of plans by the Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation to play the second round 
of the Dockerty Cup last Saturday instead 
of the scheduled league match meant Al- 
tona played at home instead of away as 


reported in the “Star” last Thursday. 

The scheduled match again Essendon will be 
played next Saturday. The news of the change came 
too late to be altered in the ‘Star.’ Despite this, a 
fairly large crowd attended the cup tie. 


Altona’s opponents were Gee- 
long Polonia. Geelong Polonia 
were a totally unknown force 
to Altona. They play in the 
Victorian Country League and

‘tne match was not long star- 
ted before Altona found out." 
The style was hard, bustling, 
direct play-on soccer—typical 
cup tie soccer in which -any- 
thing can happen and usually 
does, 

Altona had made one 
change. Out was Bill Wilkie 
(influenza) and in was young 
Joe Lipiarski. 

Captain Barry. Abbott lost 
the toss*and Altona played to 
the beach end. Centre forward 
Fred Von Nagy tapped the 
ball to Abbott to start the 
game. Abbott passed to left’ 
winger Alan Wynne who was 
shoulder charged by his op- 
ponent off the ball and Gee- 
long went into attack. The 
brilliant right winger of Gee- 
long sent in a screaming shot 
for goal. Altona’s new ’keeper, 
Billy Coles, formerly star left 
winger, brought off a spectacu- 
lar save. This was typical of 
the clever, swift goalkeeping 
of Coles, which has/ earned 
him the title “the find of the 
Season.” 

The match continued for a 
time to be even. Geelong soon 
showed.it was a side endowed 
with a blending of one or two 
skilful players and eight or 
nine triers. The triers made 
up in eagerness for what they 
lacked in skill. This’is where 
Altona should have taken the 
match in hand and sown the 
game up in the first 30 miti- 
utes, 

The Altona side comprises 
11 -skilful, intelligent players: 
They should have had no 
trouble in outwitting Geelong 
as many Geelong players had 
not’ mastered the most ele- 
mentary skills of soccer. But 
one of the oldest sayings in 
soccer was proved true. This 
is that “you can only play 
as well as your opponents let 
you.” Instead of showing 
marked superiority in skills 
te play of Altona degenera- 


Dette made the most ele- 
mentary mistakes, exuded little 
or no confidence, no team- 
work, and no “talking” to 
each other. During attacks on 
goal the Geelong side looked 
‘much the more dangerous. It 
seemed that Altona would run 
out losers through its own 
folly. 

I am quite sure the Reserve 
side would have put up a bet- 
ter‘ performance. The senior 
players need to have thelr 
complacency shaken. Altona 
has such @ wealth of soccer 
talent in the Reserve side that 
the selectors do not have to 
accept below par performanées 
from any player. 

Fortunately the defence, 
spearheaded by lusty John 
Inness, and youngsters Dennis 
Bell -and Ziggy Blaszczyk, 
backed by the impenetrable 
Billy Coles, held out the fer- 
ocious Geelong attack. 

Altona finally scored ‘one 
goal in the 30th minute. The 
half time score was in favour 
of Altona 1-0. There was no

Starting in the 
Altona defence area John 
Inness at left half hit the 
ball upfield to Fred Von Nagy. 
: Liplarski called for the ball. 
Received it and raced into 
the centre, eluded the full back 
drew the goalkeeper and 
angle the ball into the corner 
of the net. This was a flash 
of clever play which brought 
its just reward. 

In the second half Steve 
Herman was treated roughly 





by the Geelong full back and 
the referee awarded a penalty 
kick. Like the lawyer who

& penalty kick places his head 
on the chopping block. 

To start with, everyone ex- 
pects a captain to be best man 
in the team, a goal is expected 
to be scored from the 12 yard 
spot. Indeed a goal should 
always be scored from a pen- 
alty kick. 

The player taking the kick 
knows this, knows the crowd 
expects a goal and this makes 
a very tense situation. Only 
@ person. with steel nerves, an 
accurate kick and supreme self 
confidence in his kicking 
ability can be trusted to take 
@ penalty kick. ¥ 

Many players, like Altona’s 
Walter Rosenzweig, become ex- 
pert in scoring from a penalty. 
Unfortunately. Rosenzweig was 
not playing against Geelong 
through injury, and captain 
Barry Abbott decided to take 
the kick himself. 

This decision seemed to me 
to be blind obstinacy on Ab- 
bott’s part as having already 
missed a penalty kick against 
Lilydale and scoring luckily 
frem a penalty kick against 
Moorabbin after the ball went 
straight into the ‘keeper's 
arms, Abbott should have 
nominated another Player to 
take the kick. 

Without doubt the most ac- 
curate kick in the Altona 
team is outside left Alan 
Wynne and he should have 
been‘ given the task to take 
this vital kick. 

When Abbott took: the pen- 
alty Kick he did not try to 
place the ball in. the corner 
of the net, but hit the ball 
as hard as he could. The kick 
was most inaccurate and the 
ball rose and flew high over 
the bar for a glaring miss.

transport without the indig- 
nity of depending on the gen- 
erosity of others. 

Hitch hikers can be divided 


‘l roughly inte two types. Firstly 


the quite legitimate person 
who. perhaps owing to some 
sudden and unforseen circum- 
stance such as an accident or 
a'breakdown may be forced 


-| to avail himself of a lift. But 


unfortunately by far the most 
numerous are those persistant 
ones who consistantly use it 
as a means of cheap transport. 
One can see them daily using 
the now well know thumb 
signal, and in very many cases 
quite ignoring buses and all 
other forms of public trans- 
port, making it. very ‘evident 
that it is a matter on conveni- 
ence to them—at someone 
elses expense of course. 

It. is surely costly enough 
these days to maintain and 
run a motor car without the, 
added responsibility and the 
financial risk involved by 
carrying strangers, and ofter 
very thankless ones at that. 
I feel it is time that more 
strict regulations be enforced 
to curb this annoyance to the 
car owner. It takes little ex- 
amination of the situation to 
prove that the car owner has 
at all times everything to lose. 
even to his life in cases of 
attack, and absolutely nothing 
to gain except the very doubt- 
ful knowledge of doing an 
unknown amount of real good. 

After so many years I have 
réluctantly decided to join the 
ranks of those motorists who 
do not stop, in spite of fran- 
tic signals and then often 
paleful glares. Maybe it is 
their muttering curses which

Looking at the situation 


| from an unbiased angle, the 


hitch -hiker probably does not 
always realise the onus and 
financial risk he places on 
the owner the moment he en- 
ters the vehicle. 

* All motor vehicles certainly 
carry compulsory third party 
insurance, but as this covers 
only amount to roughly £2000 
it can be readily seen that 
with .present day damages 
awards this affords little real 
protection, and unless a full 
comprehensive cover is main- 
tained any owner could find 
himself financially ruined in 
case ‘of a damages claim. 

_ Then from the angle of the 
hitch hiker he seldom has 
means of knowing until it is 
too late whether he has 
clambered in with a reckless, 
drunken, incapable or a good 
driver. So to him the-safety 
factor is extremely doubtful, 
and on these grounds alone I 
personally would be dubious 
about accepting a lift, except 
in emergency. 

After all what is wrong with 
travelling by public transport? 
It is there for our conveni- 
ence. All public vehicles, 


taxi or bus are kept throughly 
checked for safety and effici- 
ency and are staffed by skilled 
and competant drivers. Per- 
haps most forms of public 
transport are not quite as con- 
venient or comfortable as a 
modern car but surely the 
very act of paying ones own 
fare is far more dignified and
